'It bas become almost jp^axiom i^vith 


the-inajority that"iarger -fortunes are.tcr 
be raised irom some simple ''invention 
than from difficult and expensive inven- 
tions that involve a great outlay of 
money to manufacture. This is to a 
certain extent true. A certain Ameri- 
can patent for fastening kid gloves has 
yielded a fortune of several hundred 
thousand dollars for its fortunate owner, 
and the inventor of a collar clasp enjoys 
$30,000 royalty a year as the reward 
for his endeavor. A'new kind of sleeve, 
button has made §50,000 in five years 
for its patentee,.aud the simple twisting 
of safety pins in such a way that there 
is no possible danger of the point stick- 
ing in the child promises to enrich its 
owner beyond any of his early dreams 
of wealth. A man one day turned a 
piece of wire so as to hold a cork more 
securely in a bottle and forthwith some- 
body saw a brilliant idea and patented 
the modern wire stopper holder, which 
is now used annually on several million 
bottles. The accidental bending of a 
hairpin by a woman to prevent it from 
sliding out of her hair so easily produc- 
ed a fortune for her husband, who im- 
mediately saw the possibilities of a 
crinkled hairpin for women. 


Instances could be multiplied indefi- 


"nitely of large fortunes being made from 
small inventions, bnt fortunately for 
those inventors who make a life study 
of intricate-problems of mechanics arid 
disdain to ^waste their talents upon 
trivial, popular articles of the day 
there is often also ample rsward held 
in store for the products that take years 
to produce and which revolutionize ex- 
isting methods of industry and me- 
ch'aiiics. 


Edison -hns reaped honors and riches 


of a princely character- from his discov- 
eries; McGormick has realized in his 
reaper the fortunes ol amilliouaire; tbo 
Corliss engiuo brought honors and dec-, 
orations to its inventor. aud enabled 
him to nmass a great fortune in a few 
years;-.Professor Bell found iu his tele- 
phone not only the consummation of his 
early hopes and ambitious, but a sub- 
stantial pecuniary reward; harveyizetl 
steel armor has become synouyrnovii- 
with the inventor's name, and it brings 
au annual income of huge proportions 
to its discoverer; Elias Howe, the in- 
ventor of the sewing machine, roalizarl 
over $2,000,000 from his inventions, 
and Nikola Tesla, though still young 
and rich in promises, fiuda au abcia- 
claiice of money iu his work.—George 
Etlielbert Walsh iu Casaier'sMagaziuo.

COINING 3ILVKB, 


The Senate amendment to the war 


revenue bill, which provided for the 
coinage of the silver bullion owned by 
the Government, has been modified by 
the Conference Committee. ' It is 
•greed that not less than $1,500,000 of 
tbe silver shall be coined monthly. 
This will not materially increase the 
silver money of the country, bnt it 
will gntdaally~*deplete the stock of 
bullion, which for years bag been ly- 
ing idle and useless in the Govern- 
ment vaults, and pat it la circulation 
among th» people. 


Sir Moretun Frewen, the great Brit- 


ish advocate of bimetallism, sees a ray 
of hope for silver, and expresses the 
opinion tdat the Indian mints will re- 
sume its coinage on private account 
ere long. The British farmer favors 
free coinage, bnt the British money 
lender does not. The latter has the 
ear of the Government and insists on 
the gold standard, as he wants the in- 
terest which he receives on bonds and 
other investments, paid in the dearest 
money, so as to increase it* purchasing 
power. With the million of ounces uf 
silver, which our Government accumu- 
lated under the SUermau act, con- 
vened into coin, there will be no great 
stock of silver on baud in any part of 
the world, and if the Indian mints 
resume coinage, the demand will about 
equal the supply and advance the price 
of the metal.
